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GRAND COMMANDER’S ADDRESS 


Sir Knights: 

As your Grand Commander, it is a pleasure for me to 
welcome you to this Special Conclave to commemorate 
the founding of this Grand Commandery, organized by 
Thomas Smith Webb on May 6, 1805. I consider it a great 
honor as a Past Commander of Calvary Commandery No. 
13 of Providence, R. I., to be presiding over this Grand 
Commandery in the City of Providence where Templary 
was duly organized 158 years ago. During that period, 24 
Grand Commanders have come from Rhode Island, and 
today I am the 7th Grand Commander to come from 
Calvary Commandery No. 13. 

We are assembled to pay tribute to Thomas Smith 
Webb. Just when and where Webb received his orders is 
uncertain ; for prior to the formation of a commandery 
of Knights Templar the orders were conferred by a group 
of Sir Knights, upon whom the orders had been previously 
conferred, usually following a lodge or chapter meeting. 
It is believed and assumed that such meetings were with- 
oe record.

established in said town, assembled at Masons’ Hall for that 
purpose at 7:00 P. M. Present were: 
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Sir Thomas Smith Webb, Sir Jeremiah F. Jenkins, Sir 
Samuel Snow, Sir Daniel Stillwell, Sir John 8. Warner, 
Sir Nicholas Hoppin. 


Thomas Smith Webb was elected its first Commander 
and served as such to 1813, inclusive. By-laws were adopted 
at a meeting held September 13, 1802. The first meeting 
of St. John’s Encampment was held in the Market Building, 
Market Square, Providence, R. I. The last meeting held in 
that building was October 8, 1853. In 1802 when St. John’s 
Commandery was formed the body was known as St. John’s 
Encampment. On May 6, 1805 when St. John’s, Boston, 
and Newburyport Encampment formed the State govern- 
ing body to be known as the “Grand Encampment of Rhode 
Island and the jurisdiction thereunto belonging” this or- 
ganization was completed by the election of Grand Officers. 
Thomas Smith Webb was elected Grand Master; Henry 
Fowle of Boston, Grand Generalissimo, and Jonathan Gage, 
of Newburyport, Grand Captain General. A few years later 
the name was changed to “The Grand Encampment of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island.” 

On June 20, 1816 Thomas Smith Webb, Henry Fowle 
and John Snow as representatives of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of Massachusetts and Rhode Island met with repre- 
sentatives of other Grand Encampments for the purpose 
of forming a national governing body to be known _as the 
General Grand Encampment of the United States. DeWitt 
Clinton, of New York, was elected Grand Master and 
Thomas Smith Webb Deputy Grand Master. At the Trien- 
nial Conclave of the General Grand Encampment held at 
Hartford, Conn. in 1856 the word “General” was dropped, 
leaving the name as it is today, Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the United States of America; Grand 
Encampment became Grand Commanderies, and local en- 
campments became commanderies. These proposed changes 
were accepted by the governing body of the grand juris- 
diction in January 8, 1870. 

Thomas Smith Webb was born in Boston in 1771. He 
was made a Mason in Keene, New Hampshire 1792; a 
Royal Arch Mason in Harmony Chapter, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania 1796. He died very suddenly while making 
a visit in Cleveland, Ohio, July 6, 1819. He was buried in 
the North Burying Ground, Providence, and a white marble 
monument was erected. On the west face appears the 
following:

The Annual Conclave shall be held on the fourth Monday in June. 


ARTICLE III, Section 1, shall now read as follows: 


The Commander shall cause the By-Laws and regulations of the 
Commandery to be duly enforced, together with the constitutional 
requirements to which he is bound. He shall see that accurate records 
are kept and just accounts rendered; that regular returns are made 
to the Grand Recorder and that the annual dues are promptly paid. 
It shall be the duty of the Commander, together with the Generalissimo 
and Captain-General, to attend all Conclaves of the Grand Com- 
mandery. He shall exercise a general supervision over the affairs 


of the Commandery. 


ARTICLE III, Section 3, shall now read as follows: 


The Recorder shall issue notices of stated and special Conclaves 
and in the notices of special Conclaves he shall, under the direction of 
the Commander, state the particular business to be transacted. He 
shall issue summons when directed by the Commander or the Com- 
mandery; shall keep correct minutes of all transactions, shall collect 
fees from Candidates for the Orders and the dues and assessments of 
the members and deposit same immediately, and at least once each 


month direct into the Funds of the Commandery held by the Treas- 
ve he shall render to the Commandery 


urer; and at the Annual Concla’ 1 e 
a full account of all monies received by him during the year. He shall 
furnish also at this time a list of all members who are in arrears 


for dues. He shall serve the Chairman of each Committee with a copy 
of the vote by which it was appointed, and if desired he shall attend 
its sessions in the capacity of secretary. He shall have the custody 
of the seal of the Commandery and shall affix it to all papers requiring 
same. He shall report annually to the Grand Recorder the roll of 
officers, all Candidates for the Orders accepted or rejected, and such 
other matters as may conduce to the general good of the Order in 
such form as may be prescribed by the Grand Commandery and he 
shall accompany such report with the amount of dues and fees due to 
the Grand Commandery. He shall promptly transmit to the Grand 
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Commandery and Grand Recorder copies of all the By-Laws and 
regulations adopted by the Commandery. He shall submit his books 
to examination whenever required to do so by the Commander or by 
the Grand Commandery. 


ARTICLE V, Section 8, shall now read as follows: 


Every candidate shall deposit a minimum sum of 20% of the fees 
of this Order, which shall be $50.00. That the balance of the $50.00 
fee shall be paid before the candidate receives the Orders. This fee 
may be changed by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, but 
in no case be less than that prescribed by the Grand Commandery. 
Notice of a proposed change in the membership fee must be inserted 
in the notice at least one month prior to the voting thereon.

REPORT OF THE NEW MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 
To the Officers and Members of This Grand Commandery: 


It is no secret that the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is heading rapidly for its 
greatest loss in the past twenty years, and unless we show 
a tremendous surge in candidates in June, our loss will 
approximate 300. For May we have had only 417 applica- 
tions, including reinstatements, and this is more than 200 
behind the May figure of last year, when we ended up with 
a loss of 84 for the year, and more than 250 behind the 
past ten years average of 697 through May of each year. 

I feel that this probable large loss is due partly to the 
change of the times and the unfortunate decline in applica- 
tions recently in all fraternal orders, including ours. The 
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Grand Lodge of Massachusetts reported its first loss in 
membership last year. The Grand Chapter of Massa- 
chusetts is having a bad year, with a loss of around 300 
likely, and the Scottish Rite also has reported a small loss. 


This decline is also partly due to the failure of some 
Commanders and their officers to ask eligible Blue Lodge 
and Chapter Members to join the Chivalric Rite. Last year, 
I distributed prospect lists to every Commandery in Massa- 
chusetts, and few of them were put to much use. This year, 
I offered to send up-to-date lists to Commanders on re- 
quests, and just three Commanders have asked for them. 
We have set up Membership Districts with qualified and 
energetic Membership men in each, but they have made 
little headway. The emphasis has continued to be on In- 
spections, on which Commanderies have only been marked, 
and I continue to recommend that part of a Commandery’s 
mark should be based on membership activity. Only a hand- 
ful of Commanderies have made their Membership Quotas, 
which I think have been reasonable set. _ 

But there is an additional factor, in my opinion, for 
the decline of applications in this Grand Commandery. 
Last November an amendment to our Grand Constitution 
went into effect making it mandatory for a Chapter mem- 
ber to take the Degrees in the Council before he could take 
the Orders in the Commandery. 

Through November of this Templar year, we had 228 
petitions, which was more than we had through November 
of the three preceding years, but since November we have 
had less than 40% of our usual number of petitions. We 
had 65 more than last year in November, and now we have 
233 less, a decline of 300 in six months. . 

This change was made primarily to benefit the Grand 
Council, of which I am Junior Past Grand Master, without 
hurting the Grand Chapter or the Grand Commandery. 
In its letter of October 3, 1961, urging adoption of the 
amendment, the York Rite Committee of Massachusetts 
said QUOTE—In view of our membership decline we need 
to strengthen and consolidate the York Rite. The member- 
ship program of the Grand Commandery will be stepped 
up with the addition of enthusiastic Council Workers join- 
ing hands to consolidate and strengthen the entire York 
Rite. END QUOTE. 

You have heard the results in the Grand Commandery. 
As I said, the Grand Chapter is faced with its highest loss 
in more than ten years, and the new requirement has been 
of only slight benefit to the Council. Through May, there 
were 378 Council applications, as compared to a ten years 
average through May of 353. 
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What has been the effect nationally? I regret that I 
have not yet received the 1962 figures from that demon 
statistician, J. Albin Anderson of New York but I expect 
to have them in time for our Annual Conclave in October. 

_ What have the other York Rite Bodies done for member- 
ship? I must assume part of the blame, as Iam Membership 
Chairman for the Grand Chapters and Councils of Massa- 
chusetts. _I have worked hard to get their membership 
drives going, and have received help from the Grand High 
Priest Stanley F. Maxwell, who has cooperated with me at 
all times. I only wish that I could have had as much help 
from all York Rite bodies as I have had from your out- 
standing Grand Recorder, George A. Weeks, but I have not. 

What about the Grand Council? In my report as Chair- 
man of Promotional Activities for the Grand Council in 
Boston last December, I said in my report, and I quote, 
“We are now starting on our first year as a real York Rite, 
inasmuch as the Cryptic Orders are now required as a pre- 
requisite to the Orders of Knighthood in this State. I am 
confident that the membership success enjoyed by our 
Grand Council can now be shared with the Grand Chapter 
and the Grand Commandery if we work more closely to- 
gether. Our constituent Councils should work with their 
Chapters and Commanderies to sell the WHOLE York Rite 
to Blue Lodge prospects, and in each area should work 
out a program with the other bodies to confer the York 
Rite Degrees and Orders in an orderly and reasonably 
rapid sequence.” End of Quote. 

What happened? This report was not even printed in 
7 Journal of Proceedings and I have been given to 

elieve that the omission for the first time in nine years 
was intentional. 

: You will note that this report asked for an orderly and 
reasonably rapid sequence of degrees. What have the 
Councils done to put their candidates through reasonably 
fast so that they could be eligible for the Commandery? 

Six of the 32 Councils have not yet put through a single 
candidate through their three Degrees. The largest Council 
has not yet put on the Super Excellent Degree in its own 
Council, and another Council with 23 candidates did not 
confer the final degree until this month. Altogether, only 
slightly over 100 of the 258 candidates through March had 
received the three Councils Degrees, and less than 200 of 
the 326 elected through April had finished in the Council. 
The remaining candidates will take their Super Excellent 
in May or at one of the three summer Assemblies in July 
and August which will be too late for them to receive their 
Orders in this Commandery year. 
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The York Rite Committee should be spearheading the 
drive for candidates, but only one meeting has been held 
so far this year, and I have not heard another was planned. 
The Committee did get out a fine pamphlet “Light of the 
York Rite” for two issues, due chiefly to the drive of Grand 
High Priest Maxwell, but I hear that there may not be any 
more. Incidentally, your Membership Chairman, who 
wished to be present was not invited to the meeting. 

From the foregoing, it is apparent that the present re- 
quirement regarding the Council is not working. There are 
three courses open to the Grand Commandery—do nothing 
and continue to lose heavily—amend the statute, or repeal 
it outright. We cannot act today, but the amendments can 
be submitted for action in October. Accordingly, I am sub- 
mitting two amendments today. One is outright repeal— 
the other provides that a candidate who has taken his 
Chapter Degrees may then take his Orders in the Com- 
mandery, provided that he has petitioned for the Degrees 
in a constituent Council. Only one amendment can be 
adopted in October, but you will have the summer to think 
them over.

The following report of last year has been 
compiled to the best of our ability, from such information 
as was available, and I herewith submit it to you for your 
consideration and approval. 


RECEPTION 


On November 17, 1962, a reception was held at the 
Jolly Millers Club, Seekonk, Mass., sponsored by Calvary 
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Commandery No. 13 of East Providence, to honor Right 
Eminent Sir William Francis West, one of their Past Com- 
manders. Eminent Sir Josef Rais, Division Commander of 
the 7th Division was Chairman and Master of Ceremonies. 
Approximately two hundred Sir Knights and their ladies, 
including a full line of Grand Commandery Officers were 
present to extend to the Wests their congratulations and 
best wishes for a pleasant and prosperous Templar year. 

Eminent Sir Hartley F. French, Eminent Commander 
of Calvary Commandery No. 18 presented the Grand Com- 
mander with a beautiful Hamilton wrist watch, suitably 
engraved, as a gift from the Sir Knights of Calvary Com- 
mandery No. 13. 

Sir Knight C. Leigh Kingsford, Captain General of 
Calvary Commandery entertained with a clever sleight of 
hand performance. A delightful evening was enjoyed by all. 


VISITATIONS 


The record shows that Rt. Eminent William F. West 
and Mrs. West attended many Masonic functions sponsored 
by the Commanderies, Scottish Rite, Rainbow Girls, the 
Order of DeMolay, the Social Order of the Beauseant, and 
the Grand Conclaves of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Connecticut and New Jersey. On other occasions when due 
to ill health it was impossible for him to attend, some one 
of the Grand Officers represented him. 


MEMBERSHIP 


This year the Quota (as in the past) was based upon 
one thousand petitions for membership. We received 452 
petitions but only 385 of that number were knighted. : 

The above knightings did not replace our deaths which 
were 431 so we show a net loss of 254 (the largest net loss 
since 1934 when the loss was 356). ae 

In 1960 our total membership was 15,059. Today it is 
14,663, a net loss of 396. Our membership committee, which 
was appointed by districts, under the Chairmanship of 
Eminent Sir James C. Bayley, was very active throughout 
the entire year. However, they did not receive the full 
support of the Constituent Commandery Committees. A 
large percentage of the Commanders did not appoint a 
membership committee nor request lists of prospective 
candidates. These lists were available upon request. It is 
our belief that every Commander should honestly make a 
serious attempt to maintain his level of membership. 


ORDER OF MERIT 


The Order of Merit was established by Rt. Eminent Wil- 
liam 8. Hamilton in 1934. It is awarded to a member of our 
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Order who has rendered distinct service to Templary. 
Grand Commandery is very much indebted to one of our 
fraters who has devoted much time and energy in attempt- 
ing to elicit and encourage the help and assistance of every 
Sir Knight within our jurisdiction to express his loyalty 
to this Grand Commandery of ours. His record indicates 
that he has performed his duty admirably well. To this Sir 
Knight we wish to express before this group of assembled 
Sir Knights our most sincere thanks and appreciation for 
his unlimited support and countless hours of labor in behalf 
of the Grand Commandery. It is with a deep and sincere 
sense of appreciation that we present this Order of Merit 
to Eminent Sir Joseph LeRoy Jones, Past Commander of 
Hugh de Payens Commandery No. 20, Chairman of the 
Progress Committee of the Grand Commandery. 

The second to be so honored, Sir Knights, is one who 
has served this Grand Commandery and Templary for 
many long years. He served Templary as Commander of 
his Commandery, Bay State No. 38, was Right Eminent 
Grand Commander in 1936 and 1937. On October 28, 1942, 
Rt. Em. Sir Arlan M. Spencer appointed him a Trustee 
of the Knight Templar Educational Foundation. In this 
capacity he has gone far beyond the call of duty in order to 
aid and assist worthy students to obtain an education. He 
is a gracious Templar, and an able administrator. We 
regret his retirement after 21 years of faithful service 
to Templary. Due to the fact that he is enroute to Min- 
neapolis, Wisconsin he cannot be present today, but Grand 
Commandery is pleased to award the Order of Merit to 
Right Eminent Sir Harold Wentworth Sprague. 


THE TEMPLAR 


The first issue of the Templar was October, 1947, 16 
years ago. Since that time the Templar has been recognized 
as the representative organ, emanating from the Grand 
Commandery Office to keep the Constituent Commanderies 
and the Grand Officers informed relative to the progress 
made toward their Quota attainment, as well as to issue 
information on subjects that are applicable to Knights 
Templar, for the betterment and progress of Templary. 
Although increased costs of printing and mailing are im- 
portant factors in the publishing of the Templar, we must 
realize that important news and historical items always 
are, or should be, of interest to our Sir Knights. 

While it is primarily intended for the Commanders, 
Recorders, Grand Officers and Committeemen of our Con- 
stituent Commanderies, we receive many favorable com- 
ments from Grand Encampment Officers and other Juris- 
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dictions. We believe its publication has much value and 
should be continued. 


RHODE ISLAND MASONIC NIGHT 


On December 8, 1962 an All-Masonic night was held in 
the Rhode Island auditorium in Providence, R. I. The 
Masters and Wardens of the Blue Lodges acted as escort to 
the Most Worshipful Grand Master and to the Grand Lodge 
officers. Chapter and Council members escorted the Grand 
heads of their respective bodies. 


The Grand Commander and his council together with 
the Sir Knights of seven Commanderies with their banners 
made a very impressive sight. Also in attendance were 
the DeMolay boys, Rainbow girls and members of the 
Eastern Star. 


The Shrine band furnished the music for the evening. 
Exhibition drills were given by the Palestine Shrine patrol 
and Oriental band. Over 6,000 were in attendance.

Grand Commandery has long recognized that there is 
no provision made for efforts and activities outside of 
Inspection Night. In 1947, a certificate was issued as a 
reward for outside activities such as procuring new mem- 
bers and any activity that would make a successful Templar 
year. Since that time, citations have been given for various 
activities. It is regretable that we are unable to recognize 
and thank each Sir Knight who has contributed so liberally 
to the furtherance of Templary. This year we are giving 
citations to the four Commanderies who have obtained 
their quotas—namely :

ALL MASONIC NITE, BOSTON GARDEN 


All Masonic Nite, sponsored by Aleppo Temple, A.A.O.- 
N.M.S., was held in Boston Garden on the evening of June

_ To conform with this motion, Right Eminent Sir Wil- 
liam F. West, on January 4, 1963 appointed th following 
Committee:

Rr. Em. Sm Roserr Garpiner WILson, IR. 
Rr, Em. Sim Kenneru H. Earce

Several meetings were held by the Committee, as well as 
meetings with the Officers and Committees of Temple Com- 
mandery No. 48, also with the Grand Council Officers of 
this Grand Commandery (transcripts are on file in Grand 
Commandery Office and open to any Sir Knight who is 
interested). 

On May 28, 1963, Right Eminent Sir William F. West 
received a letter from Sir Knight Carl Nelson, General- 
issimo of Temple Commandery No. 48, requesting “that the 
be matter regarding Temple Commandery No. 48 be 
abled. 

On June 5, 1963, Right Eminent Sir William F. West 
replied as follows: “In reply to your letter of May 28, 
1963, after a careful consideration of your request, I find 
that at the present I cannot comply with your request—my 
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Decision is based upon SECTION 48, paragraph D of the 
Grand Encampment Constitution and Regulations: 


“tn view of the above, I therefore have no alternative than 
to submit my report at the next Annual Conclave of this Grand 
Commandery to be held on October 8, 1963 when recommenda- 
tion for such action will be submitted for final action by the 
Grand Commandery. 


We, in Grand Commandery, wish to have Temple Com- 
mandery continue to exist, and I appreciate the work done by 
the Officers of Temple Commandery. I assure you that I will 
do all in my power, at the Annual Conclave, to clear this 
matter up, but until then my hands are tied.” 


Following this, the Senior Warden of Temple Command- 
ery No. 48 reported to Temple Commandery at the regular 
June Conclave that he had been in telephone conversation 
with the Right Eminent Grand Commander that morning 
and after discussing the letter of June 5th, the Right Emi- 
nent Grand Commander did agree and promise that he 
would strongly recommend to Grand Commandery that no 
action be taken against Temple Commandery No. 48 or any 
of its members, and that any differences between Grand 
Commandery and Temple Commandery No. 48 would be 
terminated. 

(The above is taken from such records as are available 

which seem to convey the feeling of Rt. Em. Sir William F. 

West on this matter). 


We recommend, that for the best interests of Templary 
the whole matter regarding Temple Commandery No. 48 
K. T. be closed.

R. E. Sir Grorce A. WEEKS: I move you, Sir, that the 
report be accepted, the recommendations adopted and print- 
ed in our Proceedings. Voted unanimously. 

THE ACTING GRAND COMMANDER: Grand Commandery, 
attention! Sir Knights, at this time it is my pleasure and 
great honor to introduce to you the M. W. Grand Master 
A. Neill Osgood, Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts. 

M. W. A. NEILL Oscoop: Suppose you seat your Com- 
mandery and I will speak from here. 

THE ACTING GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, be 
seated ! 

M. W. A. NEILL Oscoop: V. E. Acting Grand Com- 
mander, M. W. Grand Master, and my Brother Sir Knights 
all. It is a privilege to be the Grand Master of Masons in 
Massachusetts and with my illustrious colleague from the 
South to be received by your distinguished body. I appreci- 
ate very much the welcome that you gave to me. 

The Sunday before last I attended a worship service 
of St. Mary’s Church, Episcopal, in Newton Lower Falls. 
I was there because they were celebrating an anniversary 
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of the laying of the cornerstone of that church. One 
hundred fifty years before a Deputy Grand Lodge—some of 
you don’t know What I mean by that but it means a special 
communication of the Grand Lodge presided over by a 
Deputy Grand Master—laid that cornerstone and this was 
one hundred fifty years later to the day and I was invited, 
and very gladly accepted the invitation, to come as the 
Grand Master with certain of my Grand Lodge Officers 
and our ladies to be present at that significant occasion and 
read one of the morning lessons. The local Lodge at the 
time, one hundred fifty years ago, was now in Framingham, 
Meridian Lodge, but the Master was there. He also par- 
ticipated in the ceremony. Bishop Lawrence had come on 
and gave the sermon. 

Last Sunday the Grand Lodge traveled to Methuen and 
there we laid the cornerstone of a parish house of the 
First Congregational Church in Methuen. . : 

It is a very interesting ceremony from the point of view 
of one who is taking part in it. I tell you frankly it is the 
ceremony that gives me the most difficulty, the reason for 
that being although it is laid out what the ritual and actions 
shall be everything has to be adapted to the physical setup 
of a particular place where you are performing the cere- 
mony. However, it is impressive and it is one of the few 
Masonic ceremonies that we perform in public. That is why 
I am speaking on it today. . 

I Plies That we as Masons should in the ways that 
fall to us bring or present a good image of Masonry to the 
citizenry in general. In other words, wherever we can 
without imposing ourselves upon a situation be recognized 
as Masons performing a function. . 

Now I will admit that I never saw a cornerstone laying, 
although I had been a member of the Masonic Order since 
1928, until I participated in one this year and that was the 
laying of a cornerstone for a Masonic Temple. This was the 
second cornerstone laying. In that ceremony where the 
Grand Master is asked to lay the cornerstone and reply 
it is developed that Masons do lay cornerstones under their 
laws for edifices constructed for the worship of God, for 
charitable and benevolent objects, for the encouragement 
and commemoration of deeds of valor. and patriotism, and 
for the purpose of administration of justice and free gov- 
ernment. And yet I in all these years had never known 
of any sore of public building or church that had been or 
had its cornerstone laid by Masons. : 

Now I think we got the invitation to go to Methuen this 
past week because it was the Senior Grand Warden who 
is a member, a deacon, of that church, and from the earlier 
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cornerstone laying suddenly realized that we have all heard 
of cornerstones being laid by Masons and why shouldn’t 
it be done now? He followed it through and asked the 
church. The minister was a Brother but he had never 
experienced it. He asked him if he wouldn’t like the Grand 
Lodge to come and lay the cornerstone. His memory jogged 
the minister, a Brother, and he was delighted and we 
appeared. 

What I am saying to you, you men like myself of the 
Christian persuasion must be on the boards, committees, or 
at least deeply entangled in the doings of many Protestant 
churches in Massachusetts. Now and then we do build 
such structures. It is only if you think of the possibility 
of having the Grand Lodge participate that we may be 
brought into it and have another opportunity to present 
Masonry favorably to a community and still be pursuing 
what is our lawful and legitimate action. I would ask you 
to keep that in mind. Perhaps the Grand Lodge will not 
be able to accept all opportunities as conflicts do come but 
insofar as we are able I think it would be to the benefit 
of Templary, of Masonry and of us all. Thank you. 

THE ACTING GRAND COMMANDER: Thank you, M. W. 
for your words of wisdom this morning. 

Commandery, attention! At this time I have the honor 
to present M. W. Leonard E. Smith, Grand Master of 
Masons in Rhode Island. Sir Knights ,be seated. 

M. W. Leonarp E. Smitus E. Commander, M. W. Grand 
Master, Reverend Clergy, distinguished guests and Sir 
Knights all. I assure you that it is a great pleasure to be 
here this morning in your One Hundred Sixtieth Annual 
Conclave and bring you the greetings of the Most Ancient 
Honorable Society of Freemasons of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations, and may I bring to you my own 
personal felicitations. 

We who are here from Rhode Island this morning have 
a little sadness in our hearts for William Francis West. 
I often used to see Bill on the sidewalks in the City of 
Providence. He would say, “Remember next fall on October 
8 you will be my guest in Grand Commandery.” I have 
kept my engagement but Bill has been called by the Grand 
Architect and I am sure we miss him. 

On the remarks of your M. W. Grand Master of Massa- 
chusetts may I remind you that we also lay cornerstones in 
Rhode Island and I hope that Rhode Islanders will take 
note. We have laid a cornerstone at the OES Home in 
Rhode Island. 

This year we are stressing publicity. A committee has 
been appointed and we would like to get before the public 
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all special events such as annual meetings, ladies’ nights, 
and anything that interests the public. Of course, we can- 
not advertise our stated meetings. 

Last Sunday I had the opportunity of accompanying 
Holy Sepulchre Commandery to church in Pawtucket. Your 
Acting Grand Commander was present and I got to know 
him better. I know he has great plans for next year and 
I feel sure that the Commandery is going to increase in 
membership. 

After the Service WJAR-TV was there and took movies 
of the minister in the church, of the Shrine Units and the 
Commandery Uniformed Units outside, also your Grand 
Commander. He had to leave for New Hampshire but if he 
could have been present at eleven o’clock at night he would 
have seen on TV his own picture. We had a good spread, 
probably thirty or forty-five seconds, longer than we 
usually get. He is very photogenic. 

I thank you for all the courtesies extended to me and 
wish for you a happy and prosperous year. Thank you. 

THE ACTING GRAND COMMANDER: Thank you, M. W. 

R. E. Sir GEorce A. WEEKS: At this time the agenda

R. E. Grand Commander and he started the audit of the 
Grand Commandery funds. ‘ 

We have had to take his pencil figures in order to com- 
plete the report. The pencil figures from his report are 
all complete but not in form that we could read. For the 
purpose of reading I have had my report set up by another 
auditor just to help us over this particular crisis.

REPORT OF THE JURISPRUDENCE COMMITTEE 
October 8, 1963 


To the Grand Commander and Members of Grand 
Commandery: 


The by-laws submitted by Constituent Commanderies 
as annexed hereto were approved by the Committee on 
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Jurisprudence and Laws. They were in the nature of cor- 
rections in by-laws rather than of any essential signifi- 
cance. All were in form under the Constitution and 
Statutes of the Grand Encampment and the Constitution 
and Regulations of The Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

There has been submitted to the Committee on Juris- 
prudence a document containing an amendment to the 
Constitution of this Grand Commandery which was pre- 
sented at the last meeting of the Grand Commandery. The 
first section of this amendment bears no title; the other 
bears the title, “Preferred Amendment.” 

It is the opinion of your Committee that the first section 
is in form and does not violate any of the provisions of the 
Constitution, By-Laws or Rules of this Commandery or of 
the Grand Encampment. 

The second, containing the words “Preferred Amend- 
ment,” is not in form. 

The Grand Commandery of the State of Maine has 
already ruled that it is illegal under the laws of the Grand 
Encampment for a Grand Commandery to require Cryptic 
Degrees as a prerequisite to the Orders of Knighthood. 

The decisions of Past Grand Masters Walter A. DeLa- 
mater and Louis H. Wieber clearly state that such a require- 
ment is void. Incidentally, it might be noted that the Grand 
Encampment has never required the obligation of any 
Commandery to include reference to the Cryptic Degrees. 
It is therefore our opinion that the first section of the 
proposed amendment ought to be passed. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence was consulted and 
conferred with the Grand Commander, Grand General- 
issimo and Grand Captain General concerning various mat- 
ters which were considered of importance to the Grand 
Commandery.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS FOR THE GRAND 
COMMANDERY CONSTITUTION 


1. OUTRIGHT REPEAL: 

Amend Article XIX, Section 1—by repealing the amend- 
ment adopted at the 158th Annual Conclave in Boston on 
October 10, 1961 to that Section, so that Article XIX, 
Section 1, shall read: 
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“The Orders of Knighthood shall not be conferred upon anyone 
who has not received the degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft, 
Master Mason, Mark Master Mason, Past Master, Most Excellent 
Master and Royal Arch Mason; nor upon anyone who is not an 
affiliated Master Mason and Royal Arch Mason, nor upon anyone who 
has not resided at least six months” (continue to end of section with- 
out change). 


Amend Article XIX, Section 6, of the Constitution by 
eliminating the sentence adopted at the 158th Annual Con- 
clave on October 10, 1961 which was as follows: 


“However, for candidates who petition for the Orders on or before 
November 1, 1960, membership in good standing in Lodge and Chapter 
only is necessary to acquire or retain membership in a Commandery.” 


2. RECOMMENDED AMENDMENT: 

Amend Article XIX, Section 1—as amended at the 
158th Annual Conclave in Boston on October 10, 1961 by 
amending to substitute the following: 


“and applied for the degrees of Royal Master, Select Master, and 
Super Excellent Master” and “filed a petition to be a,” so that 
Section 1, shall read as follows: 

“The Orders of Knighthood shall not be conferred upon anyone 
who has not received the degrees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft, 
Master Mason, Mark Master Mason, Past Master, Most Excellent 
Master and Royal Arch Mason, and applied for the Degrees of Royal 
Master, Select Master, and Super Excellent Master; nor upon anyone 
who is not an affiliated Master Mason, and Royal Arch Mason and filed

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP CHAIRMAN 


As forecast in the Templar reports the Grand Com- 
mandery suffered the large membership loss of 254, more 
than three times that of the previous Templar year, and 
the third loss in succession after many years of gains. We 
received only 425 petitions in contrast to over 600 the pre- 
ceding two years and over 700 for the preceding four years 
before that. 

We started off with 228 petitions for the months of 
September, October, and November for an average of 76 
per month, but then we failed to get more than 40 petitions 
for any month from December through June. Over 50% 
of our petitions came in the first three months in contrast 
to 23% in 1962, 28% in 1961, and 29% in 1960. If we had 
kept along at the usual ratio we would have had over 800 
petitions for the Templar year. 

In my report at the Special Conclave in May I gave 
my reasons for this membership decline starting in No- 
vember, 1962, when the Council Degrees became pre- 
requisite to the Orders of Knighthood. I am confident that 
this situation will be resolved today, so I do not need to add 
further to my previous report except to repeat that many of 
us were deeply disappointed at the failure of a majority of 
the Councils in Massachusetts to confer Degrees promptly. 

The Acting Grand Commander deserves the highest 
praise for making a real attack on the problem of our 
declining membership and for supporting at least two of 
the recommendations of our Committee in our report of last 
year. For the first time the Grand Commandery is being 
divided into Divisions on a geographical basis, instead of 
on a historical number, and thus falls into line with the 
division of districts in the Grand Lodge, the Grand Chapter, 
and the Grand Council. This will be of great assistance 
to our membership campaign in that it will bring neighbor- 
ing Commanderies more closely together, and make it 
advantageous to have Joint Conclaves and other combined 
events. For the past two years we have divided the Com- 
manderies on a geographical basis for membership pur- 
poses and now with this official action the membership 
program will receive added impetus. As before, each geo- 
graphical Division will have a Membership Chairman who 
will work with the Division Commander and the Member- 
ship Chairman of each Commandery. 
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The second change recommended by our Committee was 
that the Grand Commander include as part of a Command- 
ery mark its membership progress for the year. Now for 
the first time the final mark will be based on both excellent 
work and on reaching the Commandery quota, which has 
been reduced by an average of 15% this year. These are 
two great forward steps as far as the membership program 
is concerned and with your help we will show real progress 
this year. 

In the past I have prepared prospect lists for every Com- 
mandery in Masachusetts, but few of them were put to 
much use. Last year they were available on request, but 
only three Commanders asked for them. I am happy to 
report that since I sent out letters to all the Commanders 
offering to prepare such lists, seven Commanders have 
already requested them, and all seven were sent the lists 
requested in less than a week’s time. I cannot promise to 
respond so fast in the future, but if you want a list, kindly 
write me. I am somewhat handicapped in the preparation 
of these lists because the Grand Chapter Recorder has 
been ill and the Annual Chapter reports have not been 
made available to me yet. 


Today, I have membership sheets which contain the 
Chapters and Blue Lodges in every Massachusetts Com- 
mandery’s jurisdiction, and they are available for you at 
recess or adjournment. These sheets should be completed 
with the name and address of your Membership Chairman, 
if you have not already sent it to me, and the name and 
address of each member of your Membership Committee 
for each Chapter and Blue Lodge listed. We are going into 
the Blue Lodges and have Commandery or York Rite repre- 
sentatives in each of them, as the Scottish Rite has done so 
successfully. I request the Commanders to get together 
with their Membership Chairman and appoint members to 
these Committees as soon as possible. Copies of the re- 
spective lists will be given to your Division Commanders 
and Division Membership Committeemen. 


I again urge you to arrange with other York Rite 
Bodies in your district to hold York Rite Festivals or York 
Rite Nights. Arrangements have already been made for 
two of the latter, the first in Melrose on October 29th, and 
the second in Boston on November 13th. I also urge oc- 
casional “Busy Men’s” classes so that the Orders may be 
conferred properly in a relatively short space of time on 
candidates who prefer to take the Orders rapidly. This will 
have increased appeal now that our Divisions are being 
set up on a geographical basis. 
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I want to thank the Acting Grand Commander for his 
fine support of our modern Membership in spite of the 
opposition of some who want to continue to do things the 
same way they were done twenty-years ago. I hope that 
those who believe in old-fashioned Membership methods 
will carefully read the excellent pamphlet put out by the 
Committee on Membership of the Grand Encampment en- 
titled “Building Templar Manpower,” especially page 4. 
I am in complete accord with this excellent brochure and 
urge every Commander, Membership Chairman and Com- 
mitteeman and every Recorder to read it. It has excellent 
articles on organization, planning, selecting Membership 
teams, and getting candidates, as well as on minimizing 
suspensions and dimits an obtaining reinstatements. 

IT also want to thank that outstanding Grand Recorder, 
Rt. Em. George A. Weeks for his invaluable assistance and 
encouragement. We are very fortunate to have a man of 
his high caliber in his position, and he does a tremendous 
job for Templary in all its aspects. 

In closing, Sir Knight, we now have a job to do. You 
no longer can do a poor job in getting candidates and 
receive a Ten Minus. We must reverse the trend of mem- 
bership losses of the past three years. I believe that we 
will no longer need to wait for the Council to finish its 
Degrees, and we should go into both the Chapters and Blue 
Lodges and ask our brother Masons to join. We have a 
great deal to share with them, so let us all go to work, and 
tell them “FOR MORE LIGHT, GO YORK RITE.”

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At the Annual Conclave held last year, the question 
arose regarding the plural form “Knights Templars” and 
the Grand Recorder was asked to furnish an explanation. 
In order that I can report from the records, I refer to the 
Proceedings of the One Hundred and Twelfth Semi-annual 
Conclave held in the city of Providence on May 29, 1918 
where we find the following: 


“E. Sir Charles E. Pierce, of St. Omer Commandery, offered the 
following resolution, which was adopted: 

Whereas, The plural form, “Knights Templars,” is now and ever 
has been used as a part of its title since its organization in 1805, by 
the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and 

Whereas, the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the 
United States of America, of which this Grand Commandery was one 
of the founders in 1816, having been organized as ‘Knights Templars” 
and retained said phrase as a part of its title for forty years, now 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Representatives of the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island attending the 
Thirty-fourth Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States of America, to be held in Philadelphia, 
Pa., in September, 1919, be and are hereby directed to use their best 
efforts to cause the plural form “Knights Templars” to be adopted as 
a part of the title of the Grand Encampment. 

Failing in so doing, the said Representatives are directed to labor 
to preserve the plural form, “Knights Templars,” as a part of the 
title of his Grand Commandery.” 


This was unanimously adopted and the name was pre- 
served.

To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and 
Members of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island: 


_ Fifty Commanderies held their inspections this year 
with 24 earning a mark of 10—, compared to 27 last year. 
15 a mark of 9-++, compared to 18 last year. 9 a mark of 9, 
1 a mark of 9— and 1 a mark of 8+. 

This year two Commanders, St. John’s and Thomas 
Smith Webb did their work without the loss of a point. 
The Commanders of Calvary and Haverhill lost only 1 
point. 19 other Commanders lost less than 10 points. 

The Commanderies lost 5 to 150 points for a total of 
2179 points or 43.58 points per Commandery. This com- 
pares with a loss of 36.38 points last year. 

The highest mark was 995 earned by Thomas Smith 
Webb Commandery. 
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Four Exemplifications were held this year. The first 
at St. John’s Commandery No. 1, Providence on November 
8rd with Sir Knight Karsten H. Sandmo, Eminent Com- 
mander 6th Division in charge. The second at St. Andrew 
Commandery No. 49, Holyoke on December 1st with Sir 
Knight Josef Rais, Eminent Commander 7th Division in 
charge. The third at Hugh de Payens Commandery No. 20, 
Melrose on January 5th with Sir Knight George C. Patton, 
Jr., Eminent Grand Junior Warden in charge. And the 
fourth at Sir Galahad Commandery No. 52, Waltham on 
February 9th with Sir Knight Norman L. Staveley, Emi- 
nent Grand Sword Bearer in charge. 36 Commanders at- 
tended their required exemplification. More than 250 Sir 
Knights attended the four exemplifications. 

I would like to express my sincere thanks to the Ex- 
emplification Team and the Marking Officers for the fine 
work they performed during the year.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF MEMBERSHIP PROGRESS 


To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery, 
K. T., of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


In 1963 our Grand Commandery sustained a net loss in 
membership for the third successive year. Final figures 
show 14,663 members at the end of the year reflecting a 
loss of 254 members. The principal cause was a substantial 
decline in new admissions which were only 385 compared 
with a preceding ten year average of 673.

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NET MEMBERSHIP CHANGES 


Nine Commanderies had net gains in membership total- 
ing 53 members, one Commandery had no change and forty 
Commanderies had net losses totaling 307 members. 


Natick Commandery led in net membership gain with 
an increase of 13, Coeur de Lion was second with a gain of 
9 and Berkshire and Sir Galahad Commanderies shared 
third place with a gain of 8 members each. 


On the negative side Boston Commandery sustained a 
net loss of 42 members, followed by St. John’s and Holy 
Sepulchre Commanderies with losses of 22 and 19 respec- 
tively. 


DEATHS, DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


The number of deaths was in line with the average of 
the preceding ten years, demits were slightly lower than 
the average, but suspensions exceeded the average and were 
the highest for many years. 


AFFILIATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 


Affiliations and reinstatements produced 38 new mem- 
bers. As mentioned before I believe that more members can 


be obtained from these sources by proper approach and 
follow-up. 


PETITIONS 


We obtained only 452 petitions in 1963. Only four 
Commanderies equaled or exceeded their petition quotas. 
Natick Commandery obtained 147% of its petition quota. 
South Shore Commandery was in second place with 130% 
of quota, followed by Coeur de Lion with 103% and Nor- 
thampton with 100% of their respective quotas. 


DeMolay Commandery led in number of petitions re- 
corded with a total of 30. Natick Commandery was in 
second place with 28, followed by Coeur de Lion Command- 
ery with 27 petitions. 


Through the cooperation of our Grand Recorder use was 
made of the columns of The Templar to urge membership 
activity and publicize our membership progress during the 
year.

s and Rhode Island we have had 82 
mea Ane and from 30 of our 50 Commanderies. 
The total amount of money authorized for these 82 cases 
ee ver Ea nese throughout the country 6,497 
cases have been processed to date and the total amount 
spent for these cases amounts to $1,778,792.96. 

The total number of Life Sponsors throughout the 
country is 2,095. In Mass. and R. I. we have only 39. Ona 
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per capita basis we should have twice as many Life Spon- 
sors as we have now to keep up with the National Average. 

Knights Templar may purchase a certificate as a Life 
Sponsor upon the payment of $30.00 in a lump sum. This 
exempts him from any further assessment to The K. T. 
Eye Foundation. It is also tax deductible on your Federal 
Income Tax Report. 

The Executive Director of The K.T.E.F. has urged that 
a special effort be made to increase the number of Life 
Sponsors to enable them to assist more people for surgery 
and hospitalization than the $1.00 per year contribution 
permits. 

The Grand Encampment Knights Templar of the United 
States of America at its Triennial Conclave held in Cleve- 
land, August, 1961, adopted an amendment to Section 1814 
of the Constitution, authorizing a Knight Templar to 
purchase a Certificate as a Life Sponsor in the Knights 
Templar Eye Foundation, Inc., upon the payment of 
THIRTY DOLLARS ($30.00) in a lump sum which will 
exempt his Grand Commandery and thereby himself of 
any further assessment to the Knights Templar Eye Foun- 
dation, Inc. It is tax deductible. 

The thought occurred that perhaps the Sir Knight as 
well as other Sir Knights whom he may know, both in or 
out of his own Commandery might be interested in assist- 
ing the Knights Templar Eye Foundation, Inc. to greatly 
Increase its present income, now derived from assessmnts, 
and thereby help to possibly avoid, or at least delay in the 
establishing of a Waiting List of applicants in need of 
Surgery and/or Hospitalization. 

The money derived from Life Sponsors is being de- 
posited in a Life Sponsors Fund and would be available only 
for Surgery and Hospitalization if as needed and as 
directed by the Trustees of the Foundation. 

Application together with check for Thirty Dollars 
($30.00) made payable to Knights Templar Eye Founda- 
tion, Inc. should be sent directly to that office. A Life 
Sponsor Certificate (card) together with receipt will 
be issued. 

It is of interest to note that many Sir Knights have 
become Life Sponsors who are in an age bracket that 
normally one would not expect to become Life Sponsors. 
It shows their interest and cooperation in our Great Hu- 
manitarian Charity. 

Two copies of the Receipt will be sent to the Grand 
Recorder of the Jurisdiction concerned, the Duplicate for 
his file and information, and the Triplicate copy to be for- 
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warded to the Commandery of which applicant is a member. 
Only a Knight Templar can become a Life Sponsor.

Now I am that way here with you just a little bit. 
Certainly all of us are not appreciative of a loss in member- 
ship but about two weeks ago I was down in Orlando, 
Florida, to the last Astronaut Class. They had an Astronaut 
Class and I imagine that many of you have read about that. 
They had two weeks to prepare for it. One of the Astro- 
nauts, Gordon Cooper, asked to be created a Knight Tem- 
plar. So they decided to create a class around him and they 
Knighted around two hundred. That was sometime ago 
before he made his historic flight. 

A short time ago one of the Astronauts wanted to be- 
come a member of the York Rite, Grissom. They had a 
little more time to develop that class and about two weeks 
ago I saw a class of 402 knighted in one day, all of this 
York Rite, the Chapter, the Council and the Commandery. 
It was done in a dignified manner, a manner in which every 
man who was a member of that class was proud to be called 
a Sir Knight. " . 

Those are the things. We must change with the times. 
If you Sir Knights who are here representatives from your 
Commanderies sit and listen to the fine reports which have 
passed, to the addresses of our M. W. Grand Masters, each 
of whom mentioned the cornerstone layings, and the image 
of which you place in the eyes of those who are not initiated, 
if we listen to those and do nothing we have certainly 
missed an opportunity, for certainly both of them gave us 
some thoughts and some ideas which we should present 
before our Brethren. I hope that the image which we leave 
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in front of our Masonic Brethren, the uninitiated, yes, the 
DeMolay as a youth organization, is that of a Christian 
image because we are the Christian branch of Freemasonry. 
Every Christian Mason should be a Knight Templar. 

I am thinking of the fine report which we heard by Sir 
Knight Wilson on the Eye Foundation and I doubt not 
that all of us are proud to have had a part in bringing 
light to those who would be in darkness. I know you people 
of Massachusetts are indeed fortunate to have had an 
opportunity to have brought sight to that young child from 
across the sea. I know that young man and his mother 
and father from the pictures that I have seen will be 
forever grateful to you. That is only one case from over 
6,000 cases where they see through the eyes that you have 
provided. 

The Educational Foundation, which has brought an 
education to over 60,000 young men and young women in 
this country, I know you are proud of that. I shall tell you 
a story that happened a short time ago down in Orlando, 
Florida. A young man stood before a group of Masons. 
This young man had entered this country at the age of 
thirteen. He could not speak a word of English but he 
was taken into a Masonic home. He was educated by this 
Masonic family and six years later at the age of nineteen 
he stood before this group of Masons as a young man who 
had won second place in the International Supreme Council 
of the Order of DeMolay. He won second place on a subject 
entitled “Masons are wonderful men.” This young man 
said, “I want to be educated in this country. I want to be- 
come a doctor. Then after I became a doctor I want to go 
back to my home country and I want to take some of the 
principles, some of the thoughts and some of the ways of 
life from this wonderful country of yours back to my people 
and try to repay my debt to them. Then I want to come 
back to the United States and I want to choose myself a wife 
and I want to spend the rest of my days in these United 
States trying to repay some of the courtesies that have been 
given to me as an immigrant boy.” 

Think what a great opportunity the Masonic people of 
today have in bringing this country of ours into a brother- 
hood. As Lyndon Johnson, the Vice-President of the 
United States, says, “This country and this world is be- 
coming a neighborhood before it is becoming a brother- 
hood.” 

Now I realize that time is getting a little late and I 
was told over here a time ago that my time was limited 
and it was dinner time, but I was first told that you were 
not going to eat until twelve- thirty anyway, so I will 
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apologize for taking so much of your time but I do want to 
leave you with this thought. Templary is business. Busi- 
ness is important. But Christian business is more im- 
portant. It has been said many times that we should be 
behind our minister six days a week and on that seventh 
day we should be in front of our ministers. Templary can 
take the lead in all of Masonry in presenting a Christian 
image to the public. We can do this with our presence, 
with our contributions, with our way of life, and certainly 
we have everything ittakes if we take what we have. 

Walter DeLamater said a number of years ago when 
he was Grand Master that Templary, being a Christian 
organization, is Christian work. Christ gave His Life for 
us. Surely we can give a little time to take His Message 
to our Brethren. OR goats 

It was mentioned a short time ago on the Triennial in 
Philadelphia that certainly the men in Philadelphia and 
Pennsylvania are expecting great things from you Sir 
Knights of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. We have the 
parade on Saturday evening, an opportunity for every 
man to wear his uniform, his plume, proudly down the 
street, down the Benjamin Franklin Parkway and over on 
Chestnut Street, down past Independence Hall and the 
Liberty Bell. 

Sir Knights, certainly I can think of no two or three 
States with a more historic background than that of Massa- 
chusetts and Pennsylvania and then that our forefathers, 
the Masonic men, gave us a freedom for the United States. 
Let’s all get together and parade proudly at the Triennial. 

May God grant that each of us will meet again and carry 
on his work. Thank you. . 5 

THE ACTING GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, I don t 
know, this is not on the schedule but I would be amiss at 
this time if I did not again tell you that it would have been 
impossible, in my opinion, to have this meeting today if it 
hadn’t been for the work that our Grand Recorder has done 
in picking up the threads from Bill West’s passing on so 
unexpeected and putting it together to this purpose of 
having a real good meeting. I have always said that we 
can stand a poor Commander in a Commandery for a year, 
even two,—my own Commandery probably did—but we can 
never, never have a successful Commandery without a good 
Recorder and Treasurer, and in this Grand Commandery 
it applies just like in my Commandery or in any Command- 
ery in the Jurisdiction. Without a real Recorder and 
Treasurer we are nowhere. I want to thank you, George, 
and your good wife and your good office for everything 
you have done for me and Mrs. Beaudoin. 
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E. Sir WAYNE E. Soucy: R. E. Grand Commander, it 
gives me a great deal of pleasure to present to you Rev. 
Frank Guliano for the third year for us to make our presen- 
tation of the scholarship from the Presiding Council Club. 
It does me great honor to make this in front of our M. W. 
Grand Master and distinguished guests. Thank you. 

E. Sir, as this happens to be your baby and I happen 
to be the President of this particular Club I will give you 
the honor. 

E. SIR FRANKLAND W. L. Mites: Thank you, E. Sir, I 
don’t know as it is my baby or yours but the boys who 
thought up the idea. Three years ago some of us in the 
Past Commanders thought it might be well if we could do 
something tangible in the line of our Ritual and follow the 
Christian precepts in deed as well as word. So we thought 
of this scholarship that it might grow through the gen- 
erosity of the Sir Knights and we invite you to contribute. 
It hasn’t got off the ground but it is going along and we 
hope it will be so we can help more than this one fellow. 

How proud we are of this young man. His father is a 
minister in the Methodist Church in Whitman. He is in 
his Jast year in Boston University. He is married and this 
spring just had an addition to the family. He is preaching 
up in the little town of Weirs, New Hampshire. We are 
very proud of him. He whispered in my ear that he really 
could use this. 

Believe me, Frank, we are proud to present this to you 
but are ashamed that it is so small. God bless you and all of 
the young men going into the pulpit and preaching the 
Christian Gospel. 

Rev. FRANK GULIANO: R. E. Grand Commander and 
distinguished guests. I have received this award now for 
three years in a row and each year my appreciation has 
heightened and my gratefulness has become greater. This 
is probably the last time that I will receive this award as it 
is my last year in Seminary. It is not that small, Judge 
Miles, because it is more than money. It is you men who are 
willing to support us who try to preach to you the Christian 
Gospel which you represent in your group. This means a 
lot and for this I am grateful as well as the financial help. 
I hope that in years to come that you will choose other men 
such as myself who are struggling a bit at times through 
their Seminary career to help. Thank you again. 

THE ACTING GRAND COMMANDER: I shake your hand 
with this hand which represents every Sir Knight. Good 
luck to you and Godspeed.

8, 1963.

Order at its highest echelon ;” 

“Be it resolved, that in consequence of these merits 
here enumerated that the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island present the name of Clarence

as a Christian Mason worthy of selection and recognition 
of Templary to a higher cause;” 

“Whereas, the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island at its stated conclave on the eighth day 
of October, 1963, did adopt a resolution endorsing Sir 
Knight Clarence E. Booth, Past Grand Commander of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, for consideration of the 
Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United

Mason worthy of selection for recognition of Templary in 
a higher call and,” 

“Be it further resolved, that copy of this resolution be 
sent to Paul Miller Moore, Grand Master of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States of 
America, and Sir Knight John Temple Rice, the M. E. 
Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States of America, and other inter- 
ested Sir Knights as may be determined by the Executive 
Committee of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island.”

R. E. Sir KENNETH H. Earze: R. E. Sir, Sir Knights. 
You heard earlier in this Conclave of a Committee ap- 
pointed to handle unfortunate circumstances of one of our 
constituent Commanderies. After considerable effort 
George Rowell, who is Chairman of the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee, Bob Wilson and myself, found that there was no 
provision in our Constitution, Rules or Regulations, 
Statutes or Laws, of either the Grand Encampment or this 
Grand Commandery to take such action as might be needed 
to either an individual or a Commandery. Through George 
Rowell, who has prepared this amendment to our Constitu- 
tion, which is endorsed by Bob Wilson as well as myself, 
I would like to propose this amendment which will come 
up for a vote a year from now, an amendment to our 
Constitution, which gives the Commander a right to appoint 
a Committee and the Committee take whatever action is 
necessary. I will be happy or unhappy to read these five 
and a half pages. It may be necessary to read in order that 
they get on the record. 


R. E. Sir GEoRGE A. WEEKS: It is not necessary. Submit 
it as a resolution and request that it be printed in the pro- 
ceedings. 

R. E. Sir KENNETH H. EARLE: I so move then. I have 
given you the meat and the rest is legal.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


VOTED: To amend the Constitution of the Grand Com- 
mandery by inserting after Article XXIII thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

ARTICLE XXIV 


Trials and Commissioners of Trials 

Section 1. The Grand Commander is requested annually to ap- 
point a Board of five Past or Present Commanders of Constituent 
Commanderies, to be styled Commissioners of Trials, but he may in 
his discretion appoint a Special Board of Commissioners of five Past 
o. Present Commanders for the trial of any given cause. The first- 
named of said Board shall be the Chairman thereof and three members 
shall constitute a quorum. A single member may take testimony. 
In the absence of the Chairman, the Board shall elect a Chairman 
pro tempore. 

The Grand Commander is requested to appoint annually a Past 
Commander of a Commandery to be entitled Judge Advocate and to 
perform such duties as may be delegated to him by the Grand Com- 
mander. The Judge Advocate shall receive for his services, and for 
necessary expenses, such compensation as the Grand Commander may 
determine. 

Section 2. Whenever any member of Grand Commandery shall be 
accused of any offense which if proved might subject him to expulsion 
or suspension from the rights and privileges of Templary, or when- 
ever any Commander of a Constituent Commandery shall be accused 
of such an offense, or whenever any Past Commander of a Con- 
stituent Commandery shall be accused of any such offense constituting 
official misconduct while serving as such Commander, or whenever 
any member of a Constituent Commandery shall be accused of any 
such offense which affects the relationship between the Grand Com- 
mandery and the Constituent Commandery of which he is a member 
or directly affects the proper administration of the Grand Command- 
ery, he shall unless the Grand Commander shall otherwise order or 
the Grand Commandery otherwise vote, be proceeded against in the 
premises and the proceedings shall be conducted agreeably to the 
following rules: 

(a) The accusation shall be made in writing with specifications 
of the offense under the signature of a member of the Grand Com- 
mandery and given in charge to the Grand Commander who shall refer 
the same to the Grand Recorder by whom it shall be transferred to the 
Chairman or Chairman pro tempore of the Board. 

(b) The accused shall be served with an attested copy of the 
charges together with a summons which may be issued by any Com- 
missioner to appear at a time and place to be named in said summons 
to make such answer to the charges and accusations as he may desire. 
The summons shall be served upon the accused fourteen days, at least, 
before the return day thereof. Such appearance may be made in 
person, before the Chairman or Chairman pro tempore, or by filing 
an answer in writing with said Chairman. 

(c) If the residence of the accused be unknown, the Commission- 
ers may proceed to examine the charges and accusation ex parte; 
but if known and out of the Commonwealth, a summons shall be 
sent him, by mail or otherwise, thirty days, at least, before the time 
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appointed for his appearance. The service and the return thereof 
shall be according to regulations to be made by the Commissioners, 
and, when so made, shall be conclusive. 


(d) The examination upon the charge and accustion shall be had 
at some convenient place and time to be designated by the Commission- 
ers of which due notice shall be given and no visitors shall be ad- 
mitted except as witness or as counsel or as stenographer for the 
Commissioners or the accused provided that any such counsel or 
stenographer shall be a Knight Templar. Unless otherwise ordered 
by the Commissioners, or by the Grand Commander, the testimony 
may be taken before the Chairman or Chairman pro tempore, or any 
single member designated by him, but the testimony shall always be 
reduced to writing as nearly as may be in the language of the witness 
and preferably by a stenographic reporter. Witnesses, if Masons, shall 
testify on their honor as such; other witnesses shall be duly sworn 
before their testimony is taken. 

(e) Each Commissioner shall have the power to issue a summons 
to any member of the Order then being or residing within the juris- 
diction of this Grand Commandery commanding him to appear at said 
time and place and testify as a witness. A summons may be served 
by copy delivered in hand or by registered mail, return receipt re- 
quested. Witnesses summoned or appearing at the request of the 
Board or any Commissioner shall be paid their actual necessary 
traveling expenses. 

(f) Any Knight Templar duly authorized may appear as counsel 
in support of, or in opposition to, the charges during the taking of 
the testimony and in the argument of the case. 

(g) A report of the proceedings and summary of the facts in each 
case including the findings and recommendation of the Commissioners 
thereon shall be prepared and signed by the Commissioners acting 
thereon. Upon the completion of the report, a copy thereof shall be 
submitted to the accused either by delivering in hand or by certified 
mail. 

The accused may appeal from the decision of the Commissioners 
within ten days of his haying received a copy thereof. Said appeal 
shall be by a writing addressed to the Commissioners and shall specify 
any finding of facts made which is objected to by the accused and the 
grounds of objection. In the event of an appeal, there shall be appended 
to the report of the Commissioners the appeal and a transcript of so 
much of the testimony and exhibits received by the Commissioners 
as relates to any specific finding of fact to which the accused has made 
objection. Such report together with the appeal and transcript, if any, 
shall be submitted to the Grand Commander at least seven days before 
the Conclave of the Grand Commandery at which it is to be presented. 

If there is no appeal, the finding and recommendation of the 
Commissioners as approved shall stand as the Judgment of the Grand 
Commandery. , 3 

(h) If there is an appeal, the accused may claim the right to retrial 
by the Grand Commandery, including the right to introduce further 
testimony on any issue upon which he has specified in the appeal that 
a factual determination made by the Commissioners was erroneous, 
and shall also have the right to be represented by any counsel who is 
a Knight Templar whether or not a member of the Grand Commandery. 
Such trial upon an appeal shall be a trial de novo by Grand Command- 
ery except that any finding of fact made by the Commissioners and 
not objected to by the accused in his appeal shall stand admitted, 
and the Grand Commandery at the conclusion thereof shall make its 
decision as to whether or not an offense was committed and adjudge 
an appropriate punishment. . i 

Section 3. The Commissioners shall receive for their services and 
for necessary expenses in each case, such compensation as the Grand 
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Commander shall determine and allow upon the certificate of the 
Commissioners. 

Section 4. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to prevent 
the Grand Commandery from taking original jurisdiction in any case 
and proceeding in which a right of action or a query is given to it and 
any case affecting or challenging the integrity or organization of the 
Grand Commandery shall be deemed to be such a case. In taking 
jurisdiction in any such matter, the Grand Commandery may pro- 
ceed according to any method which it may adopt provided however 
that no action shall be taken against any Knight Templar or other 
member of the Order whose address is known without reasonable 
notice to him and an opportunity to eppear and be heard in person 
or by Masonic counsel. 


THE ACTING GRAND COMMANDER: Has any Sir Knight 
anything he would like to offer for the good of the Order?

R. E. SIR KENNETH H. EARLE: R. E. Sir, it is again a 
pleasure to place in nomination Sir Knight G. Burton Long, 
Past Commander of Reading Commandery, as Grand Gen- 
eralissimo. I again move the rules be waived and the elec- 
tion be by acclamation. (Motion seconded.) 

R. E. Sir ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: You have 
heard the motion. Again all those in favor signify in the 
usual Templar manner. Those opposed. 

I will ask the second Long if he will accept. 

E. Sir G. Burton Lones I will accept with great 
pleasure, Sir, and I pledge my year to Templary and to you. 

R. E. Sir KENNETH H. Hare: R. E. Sir, for the office 
of E. Grand Captain General I would like to place the name 
of Sir Knight George C. Patton, Jr., Past Commander of 
Hugh de Payens Commandery, in nomination and move for 
acclamation. 

R. E. SiR ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, Jr.: R. E. Sir, for 
the purpose of making a nomination myself I would ask 
that you assume the Chair. 

(R. E. Sir Kenneth H. Earle presiding.) 

R. E. Str ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: R. E. Sir and 
Sir Knights and R. E. Sirs. At the outset may I state that 
the nomination I am about to make I have no personal axe 
to grind. I have solicited no votes for any candidate and 
I purposely did not attend the luncheon but returned to 
Court that in order when I did speak this afternoon I 
would speak for a principle rather than an individual. The 
proposal I am about to make is not my brain child. The 
suggestion originally emanated from a Past Commander 
of Haverhill Commandery but I too am greatly disturbed 
by the startling downward trend in Templar membership 
and I hope you are. Our net loss of 254 in 1963 was the 
third consecutive year of net loss since 1959 and it was the 
largest net loss in some twenty years. Forty-six more 
Templars died last year than were Knighted in Massa- 
chusett and Rhode Island. 

There is another fact perhaps even more startling. As 
of June 1950 there were 264 more Knights Templars in 
Massachusetts than 32° Masons. Twelve years later as of 
August 1962 there were 5,386 less Knights Templars in 
Massachusetts than 32° Masons, a difference of some 5,600 
in a period of twelve years. And I ask you what is wrong 
with that? And I ask you what are we going to do about it? 
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I say one crying need is the need for vigorous, active 
and aggressive leadership. We have had and we still have 
a number of most distinguished Sir Knights in our Grand 
Commandery line but I for one believe that we need new 
blood and live wire blood and we need it fast. 

In my humble opinion Templary suffered a most severe 
loss in the death of Herman Charles McStay. Some of his 
ideas were not always unanimously approved but at least 
he had ideas and he had plans and I know he intended to 
try to lift Templary up out of the twilight zone. Herman 
McStay is gone but I still think the time has come to meet 
this issue head on. 

I believe there is one step we can take to partly recom- 
pense for the McStay loss. I would like to see strong new 
blood in his place in the office of Grand Captain General. 
It may be argued that the present Line should not be held 
back and I say in answer to that that stopping the slow 
death of Templary in this Jurisdiction is a lot more im- 
portant than any individual or any individuals. My second 
answer is that the present line will not be held back for, 
as a matter of fact, most of the present Line has already 
been accelerated. In 1960 by the dropping of E. Sir Machon 
all Officers below him moved two spots. This year due to 
the untimely death of E. Sir Herman McStay all of these 
Officers will move the usual one step in any event. . 

I want to offer a candidate for election to the office ea 
Grand Captain General. Why for that particular office? 
Because with all due respect to our Grand Commandery 
Line there might be some weak spots. I do so because it is 
the logical spot. It is the spot where elective office now 
starts in the Grand Encampment. I don’t want to disturb 
our present Council and it is the spot that E. Sir Herman 
McStay would have filled. I want to see injected into our 
Grand Commandery Line as new life blood right now a Sir 
Knight who will buttress the Line near the top, bringing 
qualities of aggressive leadership, outstanding qualities 
of executive experience, proved ability, and this is itn. 
portant, as a public speaker and a name that will comman : 
attention. This Sir Knight served two years as Wor shipfu 
Master of Loyalty Lodge, increasing the membership some 
fifty per cent. Under his leadership as E. Commander his 
Commandery in one year produced seventy applications. 
He is a Past Grand Chancelor of the Grand Lodge of 
Knights of Pythias of this State and a Past Grand Repre- 
sentative of that Order. He served not only as Past Grand 
Patron of the Eastern Star but as M. W. Grand Patron of 
the General Grand Chapter with its nearly three million 
members, and I am not a member. He is Past President of 
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the Presiding Council Club and present Vice-President of 
our Past Commanders Association. For years he rendered 
distinguished service as Judge of the Roxbury Court. He 
is now leader of the Tremont Temple Baptist Church 
Brotherhood. For years he has been one of the best known 
and, believe me, one of the most effective public speakers 
anywhere in all New England. 

You may say that he is a good man and he would be a 
real asset and that we need that caliber leadership but why 
not start him with an appointment down at the bottom of 
the Line? And my answer to that again is because Tem- 
lary in this area needs a blood transfusion fast near the top 
now, not eight or nine years from now when our Grand 
Commandery can be just a memory. We should take this 
matter in our own hands now, Sir Knights. Let’s face it 
this afternoon. Let’s agree that we need some effective 
articulate speakers in the Grand Commandery Line, some 
names that mean something in New England, some early 
prospect of aggressive, effective leadership, not by an 
appointment that will not become really effective until a 
lot more of us are dead but now. 

So I give you the name of E. Sir Frankland W. L. Miles 
for the office of Grand Captain General. If you are satis- 
fied with things as they are, don’t vote. If you are not 
disturbed by three successive years of membership losses, 
don’t vote for him. If you don’t believe we need some men 
who can effectively preach the gospel of Templary, don’t 
vote for him. But if you believe, as I do with all my heart, 
that the time has arrived when we have got to get out of a 
rut and really wake up and do what we can today to fill 
Herman McStay’s spot and the rest of the Line can still 
move forward the usual one step, so I give you the name 
of E. Sir Frankland W. L. Miles for this office. (Motion 
seconded.) 

R. E. Sir ALFRED C. BLAKE: R. E. Sir, I rise for the 
purpose of seconding the nomination of George C. Patton, 
Jr. I think most of you will realize that as a Past Com- 
mander of Boston Commandery I am in a somewhat diffi- 
cult postion. On the other hand, George C. Patton, Jr. was 
my appointment. I appointed him five years ago today and 
I think I would be most derelict in my duty if I did not 
rise to second his nomination. Otherwise, if I sat idly on 
the sidelines it would indicate that I had a lack of con- 
fidence in George and his ability, which is not a fact. I 
both admire him and respect him. 

Now when I say that he was my appointment that is 
not exactly adequate because in June of 1958 when it 
seemed at least possible if nothing happened that I might 
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be elected Grand Commander the following October I called 
a meeting of the Council Officers at my home to discuss 
the plans which I had in mind for the coming year. At 
that meeting were Clarence Booth, Elliott Holley, Ray 
Douglass, Ray Hall. We also had my very good friend 
Herman C. McStay who was then my Deputy Grand 
Warder and if my memory serves me right my Inspector 
Instructor Tom Brown was there as well. 

Now in common with most men who expect to take 
office as Grand Commander I had certain ideas and I 
thought instead of trying to spring them at the Conclave 
as soon as elected I would get my Council Officers together 
and talk over my plans and ideas with them to see if they 
thought well of them, go along with me or otherwise. So 
we discussed various things and finally I said, “I think it 
would be a very nice thing to get a sort of the sense of the 
meeting vote as to who my appointment at the bottom of 
the Line would be.” I said, “I don’t suggest that this would 
be binding on me. I intend to exercise my own prerogative 
and will but I would like to point out whom you boys think 
would be good candidates.” 

I should state right here and now before I forget that 
at this meeting I asked Herman Charles McStay to take 
the job and all there present were in favor of his doing so, 
and I say it with all respect to you, George. But Herman 
decided, no, that he wouldn’t take it, that he would have no 
part of it. So then we went through the Red Book. We 
wen through the eligible candidates from every single 
Commandery in this Jurisdiction, all fifty of them, elimi- 
nating of course the Commanderies by mutual consent who 
already had somebody in Line as Division Commanders. 
After we had talked at considerable length and discussed 
we wound up with perhaps six or seven names. We devised 
a system of voting. 

We gave one man number one, another man number 
two, another man number three, and so on. Slips of paper 
were passed out to all those present and McStay and Tom 
Brown voted as well because it was purely a sense of the 
meeting vote. Those voting, and I didn’t vote, put down, 
let’s say, number two man as a number one choice, number 
five man as number two choice, and so on. When the 
ballots were collected I didn’t know who voted for whom 
and _ I still don’t, nor do I care. That was a secret ballot 
if there ever was one. Those ballots were not inspected 
until our guests had gone home and on inspection I was 
astounded—and again with all respects to George Patton— 
that he had an overwhelming majority and there were some 
very good boys in the list of candidates. So I felt rightly 
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or wrongly that that was somewhat of a mandate to me and 
I appointed George C. Patton, Jr. in line. 

Now he has served the Grand Commandery well and 
faithfully for five years. Any Past Grand Commander will 
agree, I am sure, that there is nothing like experience to 
fit a Grand Commander for the spot which he assumes 
when he steps into the East. Now I am told by people who 
know better than I that George is one of the hardest 
workers in the Grand Commandery Line. I am sure that 
that is a fact. You boys all know him, I think, and you 
can form your own opinion as to whether that statement 
is correct or not. 

Shortly after I was installed you will all recall we lost 
Raymond Hall. So we had to have a special Conclave and a 
special election. So we held one at Pawtucket and then I 
had another appointment to make. So this time Herman 
McStay went to lunch with me. I had a long talk with him. 
Finally he agreed to take an appointment in Line which, 
needless to say, pleased me a great deal and I am sure 
pleased everybody else in Boston Commandery just as 
much. Then I went to George Patton and said, “George, 
you see the dilemma I am in. Mack has agreed to go in 
line and would you mind if I put him in the Division ahead 
of you?” George said, “No, go right ahead. I am perfectly 
satisfied.” So Mack was appointed and served, you know 
how well, for years. There may have been some people 
closer to MeStay than I but I don’t think there was anyone 
in this Grand Commandery who felt his loss as keenly or 
acutely as I did 

Now there is a situation, Sir Knights. George C. Patton, 
Jr. has served you well and faithfully. His experience 
justifies him for this promotion and I hope that you will 
give it to him. 

R. E. Sim KENNETH H. Earve: E. Grand Warder, kindly 
notify the Sentinel that we are going to take a secret ballot 
and nobody eligible to vote will be admitted until it is over. 

I am going to ask two R. E. Grand Commanders if they 
will help me in this work. 

R. E. SiR KENNETH H. EARLE: Will all the members 
entitled to vote in this Grand Commandery rise to be 
counted. 

(The Grand Commanders of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont counted the eligible votes.) 

R. E. Sir Luoyp E. JoNEs: R. E. Sir, we find 178 stand- 


ing. 
R. E. Sir KENNETH H. Ear.e: Sir Knights, you may be 
seated. 
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Gentlemen, before you are asked to vote I think you 
might well know who you are voting for. Will E. Sir Patton 
please rise. This is the man who has been in Line for four 
or five years. Will E. Sir Miles please stand out where he 
might be seen. Over here. Thank you, gentlemen. 

(Ballots were distributed and cast.) 

R. E. Sir KENNETH H. EarLe: Has everybody voted 
who wishes? If so, I declare the ballot closed. 

(Ballots counted.) 

R. E. Sir Luoyp E. JonEs: R. E. Sir, we are ready to 
report. 178 voted. 142 for George C. Patton, Jr. and 36 
for Frankland W. L. Miles. 

R. E. Sir KENNETH H. EARLE: May I thank you both 
for your accomplished work. 

E. Sir FRANKLAND W. L. Mites: R. E. Grand Com- 
mander, might I say thank you for those who voted for me 
and say that I trust that everybody will work for George 
because I too love him and I rise to make his election 
unanimous. 

R. E. Sir KENNETH H. Ear_e: E. Sir Patton, do you 
accept? 

E. Sir GEorGE C. PATTON, JR.: I do and thank you. 

(R. E. Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. now presiding.) 

R. E. Sir ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: On my return 
to the Chair may I echo the comments of J udge Miles and 
I too would wish the greatest success to E. Sir Patton for 
whom personally I have only the highest regard. 

R. E. Sir KENNETH H. Ear_e: R. E. Sir, I present the 
nomination of Clarence E. Booth for Treasurer of the 
Grand Commandery and move that he be elected by ac- 
clamation, waiving the rules. (Motion seconded.) 

R. E. Sir ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: you have 
heard the motion. Those in favor signify in the usual 
Templar manner. Those opposed. 

Is R. E. Sir Booth present? Do you accept? 

R. E. SiR CLARENCE E. BootH: Right here and thank 
you, Sir. . 

R. E. Sir KENNETH H. Ear.e: R. E. Sir, I present the 
nomination of Sir Knight George A. Weeks for Grand 
Recorder and also move that the rules be waived and that 
he be elected by acclamation. (Motion seconded.) 

R. E. Sirk RoBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: You have 
heard the report. All in favor signify in the usual Templar 
manner. All those opposed. George, do you accept? 

R. E. Str Grorce A. WEEKS: I do. 

R. E. Sin KENNETH H. EarzeE: R. E. Sir, I present the 
nomination of Archibald Meikle to succeed himself as 
Trustee of the Grand Fund for three years and move that 
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the rules be waived and that he be elected by acclamation.

THE GRAND COMMANDER: R. E. Sir Earle and R. E. Sir 
Wilson, Ken and Bob, I want to thank you for the job you 
have done. As far as I know the work of the day is com- 
pleted except I have a few words that I would like to pass 
along to you men at this time. 

Sir Knights, you have elected me your Grand Com- 
mander and I thank you all for putting me in this place of 
great honor. 

For myself, personally, this year will climax my many 
years of service as a Knight Templar and I pray to God 
that I might continue in good health in order that I may 
give this Grand Commandery a fruitful and successful year. 

Our objectives, this year, we want to spell out. We 
feel that we can build a better Organization, that we can 
give the Candidate more for his money and improve our 
methods of attracting members and holding their interest 
to keep Templary from losing its rightful place in the 
world in which we live. We do not subscribe to the fact 
that we are on the way down and we plan to reverse the 
trend, not by words but by action. The busy pace of today’s 
business world demands a new and realistic approach which 
we are attempting to do. We plan to promote “Classes” 
for conferring degrees and Orders of the York Rite when- 
ever possible, and space these York Rite Festivals through- 
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out the year. We believe this will not only increase member- 
ship but interest on the part of our present members. 


METHODS: We hope to accomplish the following: 
Build an Organization: 


1—By geographical divisions. 

2—Division Commander given full responsibility and 
authority for 7 Commanderies. 

3—Information and complaints coming up through a “chain 
of command.” 


A—Training Grand Commanders for the future. 

B—Commandery leadership in an area to consolidate 
efforts of Councils and Chapters. 

C—Ability to put on the Orders in Full Form by pooling 
candidates in area into a larger class. 

D—Giving the candidate better and speedier service. 

E—Fewer holdovers at the end of the year. 

F—Opportunity to put on bigger and better Social Events 
with 7 Commanderies. 

G—Better showing in street Parades. 

H—Taking the load off the Grand Recorder office. 

I—Other benefits too numerous to enumerate. 


GRAND COMMANDERY LINE 


Our Inspections, for many years, have been set up, in 
my opinion, to the detriment of the Council Officers. The 
Senior Warden inspects the First Division, which means 
that at this time he is introducing Presiding Commanders, 
Generalissimos, Captain Generals at seven Inspections. 
After this he has no more Inspections. 


The next year he is Grand Captain General, which 
means that the Presiding Commander the year he was 
Grand Senior Warden, is now Past, and the Presiding Com- 
mander was the Generalissimo when he was the Grand 
Senior Warden. It follows that when he is Grand General- 
issimo the Presiding Commander was the Captain General 
when he was Grand Senior Warden and by the time he is 
the Very Eminent Deputy Grand Commander he has not 
introduced or does not know any Presiding Officers with 
but few exceptions. 


The Grand Captain General and Grand Generalissimo 
have two lost years in the Grand Line and for them to go 
to an Inspection where the Grand Commander or the 
Deputy Grand Commander are present is, in my opinion, 
a waste of time. 
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SHORTER GRAND COMMANDERY LINE 


It is obvious that the Grand Generalissimo should have 
a Division and the Grand Captain General should have one 
also, thereby cutting out the Sixth and Seventh Division 
Commanders and making the Grand Commandery Line 
nine (9) years instead of eleven (11). This in keeping 
with Grand Encampment. 


DIVISIONS 


It has been the custom in the past in Grand Command- 
ery to divide the Divisions according to the number of the 
Commandery and it would not be the writer’s intention to 
do away with the numbers if the Grand Commandery was 
on parade or in the method of introducing a Suite at an 
Inspection. However, one only has to reflect for a minute 
on any one of the Divisions to see how difficult it is for a 
Division Commander to become well acquainted with a 
Division that spreads all over two States. Take any one 
Division and this is immediately apparent. For instance, 
take the second Division with Pawtucket, Lowell, Chelsea, 
Milford, Boston, Providence and Haverhill, it is hard to 
conceive how you could get these seven Commanderies 
together at any one time. On the other hand, if we were 
to make our Divisions such as, for instance, a Western 
Division with Springfield, Pittsfield, Greenfield, Holyoke, 
Northampton, Orange and Athol, it immediately becomes 
apparent that the Division Commander of this group would 
get to know in one year all the Sir Knights of this district. 
He would become the apex of the York Rite efforts in this 
territory. He would be able to, not only promote the Orders 
in long form by mutual help from the stronger Command- 
eries in the group, but also promote one or two worthwhile 
social events. Also, he would be in a position to organize 
a church parade and show strength where it is needed. 
Moreover, he could work in close harmony with the Chap- 
ters and Councils in the area. 

In splitting up the Commanderies into Geographical 
Divisions it is quite natural to put the seven Commanderies 
of Rhode Island into a group. This may be due partially 
that the heads of the Councils and Chapters in Massa- 
chusetts have no authority in Rhode Island; however, the 
Rhode Island Councils and Chapters have the same prob- 
lems and their cooperation, I am sure, could be obtained 
in the effort to promote the York Rite. 

We have poor Commanderies in both States and I have 
not as yet been in any Commandery in either State that had 
no room for improvement. Can splitting the seven Com- 
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manderies of Rhode Island split in such a manner that in 
the future no references could be made to them as Com- 
manderies of the State of Rhode Island. For some reason 
it seems that the State Rights in the Grand Commandery, 
in the past, has been stronger at times than at the time of 
the Civil War in these United States.

This is the manner in which we will operate this year. 


This year the Division Commanders will actually be the 
personal representatives of the Grand Commander at In- 
spections and, the Grand Commander or Council Officers 
will attend Inspections only at their own free will and 
pleasure. The writer feels that it is a little ridiculous to 
have a personal representative and then to attend the 
Inspection himself. 

The Division Commander will bring the greetings of the 
Grand Commandery and the only other speaker at the 
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Inspection shall be the Grand Prelate or Associate Grand 
Prelate. 


MEMBERSHIP 


I have on hand copies of reports from 14 or 15 Grand 
Jurisdictions showing loss of membership. I do not sub- 
scribe to the theory that we are in the throes of death and 
I definitely feel that as the oldest and most . . . friendly 
Jurisdiction in the Grand Encampment of the United 
States. There is a challenge for us to pick up the torch and 
rekindle the fires that have made this Organization the 
greatest Order known to men outside of the Church. 
This can be done by hard work on the part of every single 
Sir Knight in our Jurisdiction. I believe they are ready 
to work for us; all they need is leadership and direction 
and that, Mr. Division Commander, is your job and mine. 

Be sure that other commitments and changes in your 
present set-up do not hamper you in any way in working 
for the success of this program. I believe you know me 
well enough to know that I would not hesitate in “benching” 
anyone I felt was only giving the minimum to the program. 

I am a firm believer in the statement that “good guys 
do not win ball games.” 


MARKING 


. This year the marking of a Commandery will be tied in 
with quota attainment. There are many Sir Knights who 
will object as they feel that I am too candidate conscious, 
however, you might be interested to know that the budget 
for Grand Commandery is based on obtaining the quota and 
if it is not obtained we are running a business at a deficit, 
which I do not enjoy doing. 

The quota is based on membership and is set up on 850 
knightings instead of 1000. I know that a high quota for 
the large Commandery is difficult to obtain but I believe, 
this year, particularly with the Council no longer a pre- 
requisite, we will be able to obtain our quotas by hard work. 
Over the years, we, as a group, have become so mark 
conscious that we are forgetting that we have got to give 
the Sir Knights who already are members, something for 
their money and replace those that are passing on. The 
source of income for a Commandery should be from candi- 
dates only. Let us forget our large individual Commandery 
permanent funds and run our Commanderies on a current 
basis. 

The mark is set up as follows: 


79 points can be obtained for perfect work. 
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15 points can be obtained for quota. After quota is obtained 5 
points more may be added for activities. 
85-99 equal 10 minus 
80-84 equal 9 plus 
75-79 equal 9 
70-74 equal 9 minus 
65-69 equal § plus 
60-64 equal 8 


This will mean that no Commandery can receive a mark 
of 9 plus or 10 minus without obtaining their quota. 

In regard to quota obtainment I have already been 
asked; If a Commandery should obtain 1/3 or 1/2 of their 
quota can they be credited with 5 or 714 points toward their 
mark? This is predicated on the basis that the system is 
new and we should work into this system of marking over 
a number of years. My reply to this question is as follows: 

If I was quarterbacking a football team and it was third 
down and 10 yards to go, it would be ridiculous for me to 
call a pass-play that would not, if completed, net 10 yards 
because a third or half of this distance would result in 
kicking and losing the ball on the fourth down, regardless 
if this play was successful. ‘ 

I am also aware that some of the Commanders, on first 
learning of this new method of marking, stated that their 
quotas could not be obtained, therefore they were going to 
do nothing. I am sure that they actually spoke in haste 
and without too much thoughts as to the condition of our 
Commanderies. 

To turn the tide of losing membership and to have an 
outstanding year in your Commandery, I am sure that every 
Commander will put everything in this proposition for its 
success and we will end up the year in a much happier 
and healthier state than we are now. Let us go, it is later 
than you think. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Is the Credentials Committee 
in the room? 

E. Sir WILLIAM TurRNER: R. E. Sir, there are 201 pres- 
ent representing 47 Commanderies. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, I am about to 
adjourn this Grand Commandery and I would call you to 
attention. 

E. Grand Prelate, you will lead our Devotions. Sir 
Knights, uncover! 

REV. AND E. SIR FRANK B. CRANDALL: The Lord bless 
you and keep you. The Lord make His Face shine upon you 
and be gracious unto you. The Lord lift up His Counten- 


ance upon you and give you Peace both now and forever. 
Amen. 
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THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, recover! E. 
Grand Warder, you will inform the Sentinel that this One 
Hundred Sixtieth Conclave of the Grand Commandery is 
adjourned. 

Sir Knights, you are dismissed.

Re: Council Prerequisite 
Sm KwnicuTs: 


It has been called to my attention—that certain Commanderies 
are asking questions in regard to the conferring of the Orders of 
Knighthood and balloting upon petitions received since November 1, 
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1962. Grand Commandery Office has been asked to give an Official 
Ruling on this subject. I can only refer you to AMENDMENT— 
ARTICLE XIX, Sections 1 and 6 to the Constitution of this Grand 


Commandery as adopted at the Annual Conclave held on October 10, 
1961, which is specific: 


ARTICLE XIX, Section 1—The orders of Knighthood shall 
not be conferred upon anyone who has not received the de- 
grees of Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft, Master Mason, 
Mark Master Mason, Past Master, Most Excellent Master, 
Royal Arch Mason, Royal Master, Select Master and Super 
Excellent Master; nor upon anyone who is not an affiliated 
Master Mason, Royal Arch Mason, and Super Excellent 
Master; nor upon anyone who has not resided at least six 
months (continwe to end of section without change). 


Section 6—However, for candidates who petition for the 
Orders on or before November 1, 1962, membership in good 
standing in Lodge and Chapter only is necessary to acquire 
or retain membership in a Commandery. 


It is my opinion that the questions regarding receiving of peti- 
tions and balloting thereon has not been changed, and that you can 
ballot upon a petition providing the petitioner has applied to the 
Council, but YOU CANNOT CONFER THE ORDERS OF KNIGHT- 
HOOD UNTIL HE HAS BEEN MADE A SUPER EXCELLENT 
MASTER. 

I note that Conclave Notices are making no reference to the 
Council Affiliation of the candidate and it is therefore MY ORDER 
“that the name of petitioner giving his Chapter and Council affilia- 
tion must appear on the Conclave Notice, or that he has applied to 
the Council must appear on the Notice or call of the meeting. 

My attention has also been called to the fact that a certain 
Commandery has balloted upon a candidate who has not signed the 
By-Laws of his Blue Lodge, although we need candidates, we must 
abide by the Constitution.

DEMITS and SUSPENSIONS 


The large number of demits and suspensions granted each year 
by our Commanderies has been a matter of serious concern for some 
time, not only in our Jurisdiction, but nationally. It is discouraging 
to note the number of Conclave Notices that carry the appeal for 
Payment of dues or action on delinquents. This situation has caused 
your Grand Commander to give serious thought to ways and means 
to avoid the increasing number of suspensions for non-payment of 
dues. Various attempts have been made over the years to improve this 
condition, but have met with comparatively little success. Last year 
We demitted 150 and suspended 123, or a total net loss of 273 mem- 
bers. Too many suspensions are granted with little or no investigation 
being made to determine why a man has become several years in 
arrears. In many cases, elderly and infirm members have been sus- 
pended who were simply financially unable to pay their dues but 
failed to make their circumstances known, and to many who had been 
faithful members for a number of years their suspensions came as 
crushing blows. 

Do you recall the phrase “That I will go to the distance of forty 
miles, even barefoot aend on frozen ground, to relieve the distress of 
a worthy Sir Knight?” Do we do this when we suspend a Sir Knight 
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i d consideration? It is my desire that before you suspend 
eee ae you find out just why he is in arrears. If you find he Fas 
financially unable to pay his dues, your Commandery can vote to 
remit them and take his dues of its Charity or Relief Fund. Some 
Commanderies have done this for years and ALL SHOULD DO EO: 
I know of no better use which can be made of Charity Funds bo co) 
pay the dues of the elderly, infirm and needy members of the Com-

Roya Arcu Masons date from the beginning of the building of the 
Second Temple by Zerubbabel, B. C. 530, calling it Anno Inventionis 
(Year of Discovery). Hence add 530 to common time. A. D. 1963 = 
A. I. 2493. 


RoyAL anv SeLecr Masters refer to the completion of the First 
Temple, B. C. 1000, calling it Anno Depositionis (Year of the Deposit). 
Hence add 1000 to common time. A. D. 1963 = A. Dep. 2463. 


Kyicuts Tempiar date from the founding of the Order, A. D. 1118, 


calling it Anno Ordinis. Hence subtract 1118 from common time. A. D. 
1963 = A. O. 845.
